Reavls, Nebraska, and Representative 
MacGregor, New York, republicans. 


Chairman Graham of the full com- 


mittee was' instructed to ask for a 
special rule on a resolution calling 
upon the war department to sell the 
goods. 
Efforts will be made to bring 


the resolution before the house next 
Monday, Mr. Graham announced. 


The report criticised what it de- 


clared the department's non-activities 
in the sile of very |argc quantities 
of food supplies now held in storage 


and asserted that six months elapsed 
before any surplus stock was declared, 
while "In the meantime tho food was

BY CHIEF TAHAN 


Of Kiowa Indian Tribe. 


Many warriors made war against u_> 


and our warriors who were not 
as 


many as theirs could not stand 
before 


thorn. Their warriors always defeated 
ours. So, at last our fighting men said, 
"tht medicine of the High Hills war- 
riors Is stronger than ours, and there 
is no use for us to fight against it." 


Then it was" that one of our youns 


men went away into a deep place of 
the prairie and fasted and prayed for 
a long time, and he fell Into a kind of 
sleep. 
AS he kept on praying in 
his 


sleep a white bear came and told him 
that the warriors of the High Hills de- 
feated ours because their chief had a 
magic war club. 
Said the bear to the 


young man. 
"I will tell you how to 


make a. stronger magic medicine thar 
that of your enemies, and \vith it yoi 
shall defeat them." 


When the young man woke 
up 
hi 


did just what the bear told him. 
Hi 


&ot a. smooth stone about the size o 


ils fist and as long: as his hand. Then 
16 found another one, but not BO large. 
He took the first onft In his left hand 
and began to strike It on the 
side 


near the end with 
the 
other 
stone, 


breaking off a little of the largest one 


very time he struck It. 
He kept on 


doing that on every side, turning It 
over and over until the end of it was 
kind of pointed. 
Then he turned It 


around and did the other the same way. 
After that ho began to strike the big- 
gest stone in the middle, turning It 
round and round, till he made a groove 
all tho way around it. 
Then he got 


some sandstone and rubbed and rubbed 
them against it until It was 
smooth. 


-N'ext he found a little bush tho size of 
his finger, trimmed the limbs off, put 
stone in the groove and twisted the 
top of the bush around 'the stone in 
the groove and twisted it a little. Then 
ho went away and left it. 
When he 


went back to It,after awhile the bush 
had grown tight around the stone in 
the groove. 
He measured the length 


of his arm from the tips of hts fin- 
gers to his elbow, and cut the bush off 
just that same length.

to-withhold them from the domestic 
market and to protect the Interests 
from which these products had been 
purchased." said the 
sub-committee 


report 
drafted 
by 
Representative 


Reavis, Nebraska, and Representative 
ilacGregor, New York, "republicans. 


Chairman Graham of the full com- 


mittee was instructed to ask for 
special rule on a resolution calling 
upon the war department to sell the 
goods. Efforts will be made to bring 
tho resolution before the house nes- 
Monday, Mr. Graham announced. 


The report criticised what 
it de 


dared the department's non-activities 
in the sale of very large Quantities 
of food supplies now hold In storage

large quantity of that sold was spoiled 
and unfit for the general market, oth- 
erwise it would not have been placed 
on sale." 


Attack on present plans for sale of 


the surplus stocks also was contained 
In the report, which outlined the plan 
as providing for sale only to munici- 
palities which would have 10 days to 
make payment to the government and 


bear the transportation cost from the 
nearest army warehouse. 


"This plan adopted by the govern- 


ment," declared the report, "will not 
result in the sale of these products to 
any great extant, for the reason that 
municipalities
